Local. Inasmuch as steamer 
traffic -between Hong Kong and 
this port—upon which local trade 
Ia largely depondent—was main- 
tained with only, short interrup- 
tions during the whole of 1927, a 
certain degree of normality may be 
‘|satd to have: prevailed during the 
year under review. Conditions, 
however, were far from satisfac- 
tory, and. the total net value of 
the trade amounted only to a little 
over 9 million Haikwan taels,.or 6 
million Haikwan taels less than 
during 1924, the last “normal” 
year. These figures afford a strik- 
ing illustration of the lasting dam- 
age done to trade. during the boy- 
cott which prevailed from July, 
Kongmoon 
has lost, for years to come, it is 
feared, its position as a distribut- 
ing centre for many a district into 
which goods from Hong Kong were 
imported through thia port. : These 
goods began to’ find their way to 
these districts by devious channels 
in order to’ evade the boycott, and 
they still ‘find their way there by 
these channels now In order to es- 
cape from the ever-increasing local 
taxes which harass trade passing 
through Kongmoon. In addition 
to heavy taxation, the main diffi- 
culties with which. trade’ had to 
contend during the year under re- 
view. were labour. trouble and the 
ever-present pirate scourge, while 
celvil war during the latter part of 
the year was another factor which 
added to the feeling of uncertainty 
and lack of confidence, without 
which successful commercial enter- 
prise is impossible. 

+ Reyenue.—The total Maritime 
Customs revenue for the ‘year 
under review amounted to Hk. Tls. 


“l220,800 (not including famine ‘re- 


lief surtax, amounting to Hk. Tis. 
296), a3 against Hk. Tis, 60,261 
for 1926.' .Such a result is far 
from satisfactory, showing as it 
does a decrense of over 100’ ner 
Jcent, when compared with the 
figures of the last “normal” year 
—1924, This decrease, which 
affected nearly all : headings—im- 
port duty, alone’ fell off by about 
‘90 per cent,—-is principally due, 
it is feared, to the diversion of 
trade to new channels referred to 
in the preceding paragraph.’

N.Y. ANCHORAGE: 


THE AMENDED. HARBOUR 

. . REGULATIONS. 

Greater authority “ for the rest 
triction of anchorages in certain 
areas of New York harbour fs con- 
ferred upon ‘the captain of the port 
in amendments of the rules and 
regulations governing anchorage 
grounds approved by the Secretary 
of War and recently promulgated 
by the New’ York Harbour Line 
Board (state New York advices): 
The paragraph governing tempor- 
ary anchorage in the western an- 
chorage nrea of the upper. bay ifs 
amended to read: 

“20-A, Temporary’ anchorage— 
To the southward of a Hne-pass- 
ing through the south-east corner 
of middle wharf and the northwest 
corner * (liner) of south wharf, 
Elis Island; to the westward of 
two lines, one line in extension of 
the-Jine marking the eastern lmits 
of Anchorage 20, and, passing 
through buoy S ‘A,’ and the other 
Nne’ ranging from buoy S ‘A’ 205 
degrees to the north ‘end of the 
Stapleton, Staten Island; and to 
the northward of a line bearing 


No. 14 on the east’side of the 
main channel, to the light on the 
east end of the brenkwater of the 
Greenville terminal of the Penn- 
sylvanin Railroad. | 

“Area 40-B in: this anchorage is 
‘reserved for explosives and is ex- 
eluded from use as genera) an- 
chorage.” 

The following is added’ to the 
| note appended to the paragraph 
| yoverning anchorage 20-B. 

72 Hours. 

“the portions ‘of anchorages | 
20-A and, 20-B, which are easter-{ 
ly of a line ranging 20434 degrees 
from the enst end of the east Jand- 
ing pier on Bedloes Island to 
Greenville Ghannel entrance buoy 
2G, and in‘range ‘with Robbins 
Reef. gong buoy No. 27 (formerly 
bell buoy 13B) and buoy 2G, and 
the northerly prolongation of that 
line, are ‘aet aside as ‘temporary an- 
chorages for vessels arriving and 


leaving port. - 

“No vessel shall ocupy. these an-. 
chorages for a longer period than | 
aeventy-two hours, unless 4. permit !. 
lis obtained from the captain of’ 
the port for that purpose.” a 

The amended ' regulations pro- 
vide that no vessel shall occupy any 
of the eastern anchorage in the 
upper bay. for a longer period than 
thirty days unless o permit is ob- 
jtained from’, the’ captain of. the 
port. — 

It is also provided that no ‘ves- 
sel shall occupy the Staten Taland 
anchorage for a longer period than 
forty-eight hours without a eee 
from the captain of the port. 

The paragraph. of the original | 
rules giving. the captain’ of the 
‘port authority to assign anchorage | 
“| berths is amended by adding the 
following: -” 
| “He will allow no vesnel to oe-; 
capy a permanent berth in any an- 
chorago area when vessels in re- 
| gular traffic require.the berth, or 
‘when navigation . sould be menac- 
ed thereby.”

FINNISH ‘SHIPPING. 


‘ PLANS FOR SOME NEW 
LINES. 

Already before the war, plans 
were on foot for. the crea- 
tion of a Finiish-North  Ameri- 
can Line, and now, accord- 
ing to reports from .Helsing- 
fors, there seems to be a good 
prospect ‘of. their realisation. The 
history of the matter is intercst- 
ing. Before the war. the well- 
known Finniah shipowner,. W. 
Snellman, managed to secure from 
some of his fellow-countrymen in 
North America, and in what was 
then known as St. Petersburg, con- 
siderable, sums of money and pro- 
mises: of an. adequate quantity ‘of 
cargo in both directions. The 
majority of ‘the’ share’ capital was 
held in Finland. “It was proposed 
to run four steamers on a regular 
service ‘between St.. Petersburg, 
Helsingfors and New York, The 
company had already been promot- 
ed when the death of Stillman; ond 
the almost immediately ensuing 
outbreak ‘of the war, brought. the 
plans to an abrupt termination. 
The one steamer then in posses- 
sion of the compariy’ was selzed in 
St. Petersburg. 


Now the plan is being revived,|. - 


and, according to report, a per- 
sonage with very strong banking 


backing is at the head. of ‘affairs.| 


There is no doubt that the recent- 


ly created Finnish ‘Shipping Loan] 


Fund—whieh, for the time being, 
however, is still on. paper—has 
given an undoubted impetus to the 
founding of - new shipping . com- 
panies.’ Furthermore, -there is, 
every prospect that within a very 
bitef period the Government. will 
be granting State aassistance for 
extra-Eurepean lines. . The Chic? 
Registrar of the Government Ship- 
ping Department has, indeed, been 
requested to work out a scheme to 
form the basis of » bill for grant- 
ing State support for new ship-

UNPRECEDENTED ACTIVITY. 


- At the 74th annual meeting of 
the Suez Canal Co,, which was held 
in ‘Parison June 7 Iast, the Chair- 
man, .the Marquis de Vogue, in, 
‘submitting the ‘directors’ report, 
said that tha traffic of. the Suez 
Canal had experienced unprecedent- 
ed activity during 1927. The re- 
ceipts, amounting ‘to 208,000,000 
gold francs, were grenter by’ 11 per 
cent. than those of 1926, which were 
the previous highest. The conver- 
sion into French francs of the sums 
thus collected had been made on the 
basis of the rate of exchange of 
124f,, at which the pound. sterling 
had remained aince * the’ beginning’ 
of 1927. It wa'’s proposed to {ix 
the gross dividend per capital share 
at 677.62f,, an increase of 33.60f. as 
compared with 1926. The growth 
in the traffic which permitted this 
increnge in dividend was evidence 
that after the confusion brought 
about by the war the economic 
development of the world was con- 
tinuing. 

In view of such brilliant resulte

policy of lowering the transit tariff. 
The board put in force on April 1 
last a reduction of. 26  centimes, 
thus bringing dowm to-7f., the 
trunsit due, which, since April 1, 
1925, had been 7.25f.

But while omitting such a: deci- 
sion to be within vour rights, we are 
under no circumstances prevared to 
admit that the Instone Banking Cor- 
poration, Ltd. is a Chinese firm, and 
we have not nor will not authorise 
any perann or persons to deviate 
from this position, Unless we are 
permitted to do business in Chinn in 
our true cupacity of a foreign firm,

ITS ROMANCE.

What, one wonders, would Louis 
Daguerre, father of daguerreotype, 


| think of the modern amateur photo- 


grapher who obtains ‘his roll of 
filma from an automatic machine at 
a shilling a time? Doubtless even 
this brillfant French.pioncer could 
hardly foresee .the ever-widening 


‘| reach of his researches, for the, gap 


between the laborious days of the 
wet plate and the modern efficiency 
of photographic’ films and dry 
plates is a wide: one. “ 
GEORGE EASTMAN. 

England, France,’ Germany, and 
America share fairly evenly’ the 
parentage of * the modern hand 
camera. England took the lead one 
hundred and thirty years ago when 
Thomas Wedgwood first applied to 
photographie purposes the camera 
lucida, ‘or sketching camera, re- 
tently invented by Dr: W. H. 
Wollaston, and much used at that, 
time by artists and architects for 
projecting an Imnge on a.acreen to 
them to obtain true per- 
spective in their aketches. 

Dr. ‘Wollaston curried things’ ‘a 
atep farther when he found that a 
Jens could be employed to sharpen 
the image. Meanwhile, Daguerre 
had been busy with the study of 
light-sensitive. surfaces, and his 
experiments greatly stimulated 
French research. About 1830 the 
Chevalier brothers manufactured fn 
Paris the first photographic lenses. 
The mid-'thirties was, fn fact, 2 
period of intensive experiment with 
successive triumphs in various 
countries representing ‘a state of 
international’ rivalry, that has a 
modern ‘equivalent in the present 
rave for the perfection of television. 


In 1836 W.-H. Fox Talbot con-, 


atructed « simple'box camera for 
taking views of his house, and 
clnimed them as the first photo- 
wraphs of a building. Niepce enter- 
ed the fray with the invention of a 
camera with a “bellows” body, first

THE PAYMENT OF EXPENSES. 
The report and recommendations 
of the Commission appolnted to in- 
quire into alleged breaches of rules 
of the Football Association by offl- 
elals and players of certain clubs 
in the County of Durham was. une 
animously adopted by the FA. at. 
‘> thelr summer meeting at Blackpool. 
‘The Commission report that they 
‘experienced great difficulty In ob- 
taining the information from some 
clubs that they considered neces- 
sary.

OFFICIAL INQUIRY. 


Colonel Sir John’ Pringle opened 
at Darlington the Ministry of Tran- 


-Bport inquiry into the rallway dia 


aster which occurred ' there ‘on 
Wednesday night, when a parcels 
train-and an excursion train crowd- 
ed with: people. returning from 
Scarborough to, their’ homes on 
Tyneside . came into collision, 
twenty-five passengers losing thelr 
Hives and about fifty being injured. 


The Inquiry waa held in the same 
upper room of the L.N.E.R. district 
superintendent's office in, which on, 
the previous day’ the’ Coroner, Mr.’ 
J. T. Proud, opened the inquest on 
the ‘twenty-five dead and adjourned 
it until July 17, ; 


-Sir John Pringle, after’ expressing 
sympathy with the friends of the 
sufferers, explained that the inquiry 
was purely for the purposes of the 
Miniatry of Transport. ‘It was not 
an inquiry which had to do with 
either ‘criminal or civil action, but 
representatives of thé men - con- 
cerned and the London .and North- 
‘Eastern Railway Company , .them- 
selves had raised no objection to 
his holding the inquiry. in public, 
and as:there was: naturally public 
interest he had decided to do so, 

One of the representatives of 
the L.N.E.R. ssaociated '. himself 
with the words of the Inspector, 

Mr C. T. Cramp, on behalf of 
the National Union of Railwaymen, 
also joined in the expressions .of 
sympathy and said that in regard 
to the relations between the rail. 
way company and the men they had 
always been on common ground in 
working for the safety and efficiency 
of the railway service: “We have,” 
he said, “all prided ourselves on

THE PARCELS. TRAIN, 


John Thomas Robson, algnalman 
at, Platform East Signal Box, Dar- 
lington,' the firat witness, who has 
been fifty-two and a half years in 
the service of the ‘ company, and 
about seven years a signalman: at 
Darlington * Platform East, de- 
scribed how he was inatructed by 
the station foreman to allow the 
Parcels train to run to the south 
section, No.'1, ‘from the south side 
of the Scfesors, Croasing and did 
80. 


Before sending the parcels train 
on he had offered the train to the 
signalman at . South Junction and 
obtained | acceptance of the warning’ 
“under caution.” This would ‘be 
about 10.47 p.m. 


“T lowered my home signal, No. 
9, as the train. was approaching,” 
suid Robson, “The calling-on arm 
on No, 11 was not lowered until 
the. engine had passed No. 9.” 
That, he explained, was in accord: 
ance with practice, following printed 
instructions in the signal box. Nos. 
8 and 9, added Robson, informed the 
driver that he must proceed into 
the next section “at caution.” 

Sir John Pringle: Does No. 7 or 
10 tell.the driver that the “home 
signals will be cleared?—No, it 
merely tells him that he is accepted 

“on caution,” 


He would be entitled to assumo 
that he was. not going to be stop- 
ped?—No. Robson explained that 
the parcels train was dealt with 
‘by the shunter, and that the engine 
and three waggons were detached. 
Then the remaining vehicles were 
pushed back by an engine on to the 
duplicate road back to the station 
signals, ‘ 


“I put the train on the line at 
114, and it -proceeded to South 
Junction, The engine had paaged 
No. 2 signal when I lowered the 
calling-on arm, The next thing I 
heard was the crash of the collision, 
and I did not know it: was, the 
parcels train until I.was told by. the 
signalman at South Junction. 1 
was alone in the box at the time. 

“The calling-on , signal has. been 
‘used during the whole of my eight 
years in this box. I have no know- 
ledge of any previous case of.a 
collision or accident in connection 
with the use of this calling-on 
arm.” : :

SIGNALMAN ‘CLEAR. 

Robson sald that he’ did not speak 
to the driver of the train as it was 
passing. It was-not cuatomary to 
warn verbally the ‘driver that: his 
train was accepted under caution, as 
the lowering of ‘the calling-on arm 
had always been taken to indicate 
‘that the caution had been accepted. 

Sir John: Tt is clear that there is 
no responsibility on this man at all. 
The rules say, “A, green signal and 
a verbal warning have'to be given 
unless a fixed warning signal is 
provided.” ‘ . 
‘ Thomas Walls, in charge of the 
Darlington South signa! box, eald 
that he had been there. fourteen 
years out of his thirty-nine years 
as a Signalman, | atid had forty-six 
years’ railway service, The night 
‘the disaster occurred was fine, and 
there was'a good view generally of 
the signal lights. He accepted the 
parcels trafn under caution, and 
when ho had done so the excur- 
sion ‘train’ from Scarborough was 
offered to ‘him on the down main 
Hine at 11.1 “I refused. it at the 
time," he added, 


Sir John Pringle: 


Atter consulting his books, 
Walls, replied, “I cannot’ give the 
reason for the refusal, ‘T accepted 
the excursion «train at ‘11.2 p.m. 
Tt was passing. my box at 11.8 when 
the collision took place.” 
¢ Replying to Sir John, Walls said, 
‘I did not observe the movements 
of the parcels train after I had 
accepted it under caution, I ex- 
pected It would come to a standatill 
at the duplicate line.” 

James Garrett, assistant signal- 
man {n the South Junction box, 
who ‘said that he had ~ thirty-five 
years’ railway service and twenty- 
eight years as a aignalman, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the excur- 
sion train, when it passed ‘ the box, 
must have been travelling at be- 
tween thirty and forty milea an 
hour. 


“SIGNALS AGAINST US.” 


Sir Join: What drew your at- 
tention to. anything wrong?—Be- 
fore the colliafon occurred my at- 
tention was drawn to a noise in the 
lever frame, a clicking sort of noise. 
Before we decided actually what 
was the cause of the noise, I realised 
that there must: be 
wrong, 80 I at once threw the down 
main signal to danger. 

“Drivers' have told me ‘before 
now,” Garrett said, “that they 
thought number fourteen eignal 
was a calling on slgnal, whereas 
it is a shunt aignal.”. 

‘Michael Morgan, an assistant 
shunter, with twenty-seven ' years 
railway . service,’ described the 
shunting operations with the parcels 
train, and, coming to the depar- 
ture from Darlington Station

“I immediately pulled my Weat- 
inghouse tap’ in the van, When I 
got within ten yards of the signals 
the speed of the train had beer re- 
duced so much that I heard an en- 
gine whistling, and I took ft thet 
it waa my engine whistling. It was 
a short, a long, and a short. I put 
my Westinghouse .back to normal 
and rushed to the ‘door to see if 
the signals were, off or on.

CELEBRATIONS,

Oxford. The Duchess, who wore a 
biscuit-coloured coat and cloze- 
fitting hat of the same colour, was 
present: at the luncheon at the col- 
lege. at which the . guests included 
the Archbishop of York' and Sir 
Oliver Lodge, and afterwards she 
presented the Insignia of the D.B.E. 
to Dame Elizabeth Wordsworth.: 

' The Archbishop of York, in pro- 
posing the toast of the college, said 
he had always been a most ardent 
advocate’ of the women's college at 


Oxford, ‘He remembered: the days : 


when students were. still chaperoned
